Wasiiimito.v. May (V— Mr. Justice 
Jackson, of the supreme court of the 
I'nlted States, arrived in Washington 
Sunday morning from his home, llelle- 
meadc, Tenn , to hear the reargumcnt 
of the Income tax. The Justice looks 
w.-il. although he has lost considerable 
in weight since he left Washington laat 
winter. 

During the aftermain and evening 
t hief Justice Fuller and several other 
memtnsrs of the court called upon Jus- 
tice Jackson to express their pleasure 
at hi* return. In the course of their 
conversation the programme of the In- 
come tax rehearing wa* outlined to 
Justice Jackson. The whole case will 
be gone into antl the rehearing will in- 
clude the constitutionality of the tax 
on rent* nnd state and municipal 
bonds, aa well aa upon all other points 
on which the oourt divided equally on 
April a. 

After the argument haa been con- 
cluded Justice Jackson will Join in the 
conference aa to the decision of the 
court on the detcrminction of this 
question, and will then return to 
Nashville. 

lie expects to be In Washington only 
about a week, and probably leas. From 
thi* fact, although, of course, thero 
haa been no expression of opinion 
given by him on the subject, it has 
been Inferred that the reargumcnt of 
the case will result in no variation of 
the decree rendered by the court last 
month. 

The argument, as stated in the order 
of the eoQrt will be confined to two 
counsel on each side, but no limita- 
tion of time will be fixed.

BlO Sashv Xkws: I nm so- 
journing in this tow n temporarily 
ami as I find things and Dm people 
so different Trom w hat my imagi- 
nation pictured them, from read- 
ing the blood-curdling stories that 
emanate from ibis section of Ken- 
tucky and appeal in the daily pa- 
pers from time to time, that I feel 
it incumbent upon me to endeavor 
to disabuse the minds of the read- 
ing public of the erroneous and un- 
just opinion that most people have 
formed or Kastem Kentucky, and 
especially of Floyd county. From 
the tenor or the press one unac- 
quainted with this section of Ken 
tucky would imagine that the p-n- 
ple hero are semi-civilized mid 
blood thirsty and whose soul de- 
light is in feuds and black Keai 
of crime and bloodshed. Such is 
not the case by any means, for this 
is the best town morally I bavwev 
er seen in all my travels. I hav. 
not seen a drunken man since I 
came here and have heard less 
swearing than I ever heard in any 
other town that 1 ever vi-ited. The 
people attend strictly to thoir own 
business and let their ncighlwir's 
alone. They are j n -t as fourteen 
and kind to me as any people I ev 
er met anywhere and endeavor to 
make my life among them plea- 
ant and happy. The older ones arc, 
perfectly apntented with' their lot 
in life and have no disposition to 
change their manners of business 
or residence. The citizens of this 
county are trying to educate their 
children, and liberally patronize 
the high school recently establish- 
ed by Professor Byingtoti, late of 
your city, w ho by the way is one or 
the best educators I ever saw and 
is doing a grand w ork tor Prestons- 
burg. There are students here 
from several adjoining counties 
who are qualitying themselves for 
the higher avocations in lire.
